Sho rtly after 2 o 'clo ck this mo rning, 
J. T. Oastetter, who resides w ith Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Charles Mo o re, o f No rth 
Sexto n street, was 
awakened by a 
shaft o f light co ming thro ugh the win 
do w o f his bedro o m and a no ise sim i­ 
lar to trie brushing o f a tree against 
the side o f the ho use. 
He fo und the 
residence o f W illiam Dugan, lo cated 
o n the so utheast co rner o f Eighth and 
Sexto n streets, and just twenty feet 
no rth o f the Mo o re residence, env elo p 
etj in flames. 
He called lo udiv that 
there was a fire, and it was bur a sho rt 
tim e 
until 
practically 
the 
who le 
neighbo rho o d was awakened. 
An alarm was turned in fro m bo x 4? 
at the intersectio n o f N inth and Sex­ 
to n streets. 
The departm ent 
11 ade a 
quick run to the scene 
At the time 
o f its arriv al the Dugan family, which 
had, in the m eantim e, been awakened 
by Mr. Oastetter, and a number o f the 
neighbo rs, were engaged in carrying 
o ut the ho useho ld go o ds, practically 
all o f which were sav ed. 
The entire 
ro o f o n the fro nt o f the ho use was 
ablaze when the departm ent arriv ed, 
but the firemen laid two lines o f ho se 
and in tw enty m inutes had the fire 
under co ntro l. 
The ho use is a o ne and o ne-half 
sto ry fram e structure a nd almo st all 
o f the ro o f was burned away. 
The 
to tal lo ss is estim ated at $1600. 
Mr. 
Dugan says that, altho ugh mo st o f 
the ho useho ld go o ds were sav ed they 
are badly damaged. 
He says that the 
lo ss is fully 
co v ered by insurance. 
Mr. Dugan, his wife and fiv e ch ild­ 
ren were sleeping o n the lo wer flo o r o f 
the ho use in ro o ms to ward the rear 
and were no t aware t. at the ho use 
was afire u ntil awakened by Mr. Cas 
tetter. 
Tho ro o ms in which they were 
sleeping were filling with smo ke and 
they were in grav e danger o f suffo ca­ 
tio n. 
The ro o f o n the fro nt part o f 
the ho use was abo ut ready to co llapse 
when the fam ily was awakened. 
The exact o rigin o f the fire is un 
kno wn. 
The blaze is suppo sed, ho w ­ 
ev er, to hav e started in a wardro be 
in the upper part o f the ho use and is 
suppo sed to hav e been the wo rk o f 
rats. 


A bill o f great impo rtance bo th to 
the railro ads and to the trav eling pub­ 
lic has been passed, by the ho use at 
Washingto n nnder the suspensio n o f 
the rules, regulating the checking o f 
baggage by co mmo n carriers. The bill 
co mpels co mmo n carriers engaged to 
interstate co mmerce to check baggage

is kno wn as “ split tickets” o r a regu­ 
lar fo rm o f ticket o n ano ther line, to 
the destinatio n o f the baggage. 
The 
bill is intended to o v erco me the prac­ 
tice o f ro ads which no w refuse to 
check baggage to its destinatio n where 
a ticket to the junctio n po int o r ter­ 
m inatio n o f o ne ro ad is o ffered and a 
mileage bo o k o r o ther transpo rtatio n 
o n the co nnecting ro ad to the destina­ 
tio n o f the baggage is o ffered. 
The 
bill makes a refusal o n the part o f the 
railro ads to carry o ut its terms a mis- > 
deameano r and pro v ides a penalty fo r 
its infractio n.

June 30.—Judge Do dge 
issued a w arrant fo r the arrest o f

Haines appeared . esterday befo re 
the co urt and pleaded he was no t pres 
ent when the decree o f div o rce was 
granted, and he knew no thing bf the 
pro hibito ry o rder. 
The co urt refused 
to accept the explanatio n and he was 
sent to jail fo r ten days.

During his so jo urn in this 
far western State he has enco untered 
almo st 
ev ery 
fo rm o f adulteratio n 
fro m lime water to gro und spices, 
fro m candy to meats. 
Theo retically 
he is surprise pro o f. 
He has been in 
to uch w ith them all. 
Which o nly go es 
to sho w that the assumptio n o f great 
wisdo m is the beginning o f igno rance. 
Fo r a new o ne has appeared. 
So me 
m anufacturer o f a chemical préserv a* 
tiv e, ev idently no t understanding the 
purpo se o f the labo rato ry, sent in a 
sample o f his preserv ativ e, saying that 
it purpo rted to be pure bo rax. 
This 
is the adulterant that has been fo und 
in so m any o f the m eat pro ducts 
The m anufacturer in questio n wanted 
to be assured. 
He wanted to kno w 
whether his adulterant was “ pure” o r 
no t. 
The chem ist analysed it. 
He fo und th at it co ntained 22 per 
cent, bo rax and 78 per cent, gro und 
q u a rtz -o rdina ry ro ck gro und up. 
" In all my experience I nev er had 
anything to beat 
th is,” 
said the 
chemist sadly as he was gazing at the 
result o f his analysis. 
“ Co nditio ns 
hav e certainly co me to a pretty pass 
when ev en the adulterants are no t 
pu re.”

Indianapolis Proceeding A gain st Deal­ 
ers W ho Sell Bad Meat. 
Indianapolis. June 
30.—The city 
board of health 
started a crusade 
against meat dealers and grocers who 
sell meats, independent of the state 
board’s inv estigation, by filing affida­ 
v its in the police court yesterday after­ 
noon, 
afleging 
the 
adulteration of 
meats with preserv ativ es. John Craig, 
one of the city attorney’s deputies, 
said he had information and would file 
against sev en dealers. 
City Sanitarian Buehler said he had 
collected a large number of samples 
of sausage, hamburg steak, etc., and 
that Charles Clark, the chemist em 
ployed by the city hoard, had been 
busy making his analyses preparatory 
to the filing of warrants. 
Clark said 
the samples so far examined show the 
presence of sodium sulphite. 
The conflicting reports concerning 
the duties of the gov ernment meat in­ 
spectors as to whether or not the in­ 
spections cov ered both meats for home 
consumption and the export trade 
caused Dr. Buehler to make inquiries 
by letter of the bureau of animal in­ 
dustry at Washington. 
He has re­ 
ceiv ed the following from A. D. Mel­ 
v in. chief of the bureau, to the effect 
that all meats must be inspected. 
“Replying to your letter of the 23d 
inst. concerning the duties of gov ern­ 
ment meat inspectors, you are adv ised 
that all animals slaughtered at official 
abattoirs under the rules and regula­ 
tions of this departm ent, receiv e pre­ 
cisely the same inspection, and no 
distinction whatev er is made between 
animals slaughtered for foreign or do­ 
mestic consumption. 
It is apparent 
that no such separation would be pos­ 
sible at the time of slaughter, and no 
attem pt is made to do so.”
